In tiu* latest joint note to France and Belgium Lord Curzon 
has come out strongly and the effect of the note is likely to be 
seen in a break between France and Belgium on the one hand and 
England and Italy on the other or in an acceptance of the general 
provisions of the note on the part of the nations who have held 
the Ruhr valley by force. 
In this latest note the British foreign secretary says a num­ 
ber of things that the British government held back under the 
premiership of Bonar Law because of a desire to avoid unpleasant­ 
ness in the relations of Britain and France. 
The note questions 
the legality of the invasion of the Ruhr; culls attention to the fact 
that while France suffered the greater destruction of property 
because of close proximity to tiie conflict, Britain also lost ma­ 
terially in the war through the destruction of ships and their 
valuable cargoes; c'aims that because France has refused to 
c o n ­ 
sider the earlier proposals of the British as worthy of considera­ 
tion it becomes necessary to demand a showdown, whereby the 
attitude France intends to hold may be made known to the allies: 
claims that while Britain is willing to suffer the loss of certain 
advances she made to the allies during the war she must have an 
amount equal to the British debt to America either from Germany 
in the form or reparations or from France and Belgium and other 
nations which were aided by such advances, and affirms that 
Britain cannot remain indifferent to the threat to her trade and 
to the world’s peace, which the continued occupation of the Ruhr 
by the armed forces of France and Belgium holds. 
It seems inconceivable that this plain speaking will result in 
any deep feeling between France and England which will result 
in war between the two nations.

They bom barded the fortifications of the United States Steel cor­ 
poration and the bom bardm ent was so effective that the argu m en ts 
used in defending the 12-hour da\ fell. 
Many of the attack s on this long w o rk .day led to the pouring 
out of b itter f e e lin g s aroused by the attitu d e of the United States 
Steel corporation, whose officials w ere subjected to an attack 
whose unification was rem arkable. 
The attack has done its work, 
the 12-hour day is doomed, and the voice of the public, as ex­ 
pressed through the press and tho pulpit, the commission and the 
forum , has been heard. 
There w ere those who made veiled suggestions th at if the 
steel corporation yielded to the pressure of public opinion and 
discontinued the 12-hour day. it would take it out of the w orkers 
in some other way, probably by allow ing the wages to rem ain at 
the same level so that the w orkers would receive w ages th at would 
lead them to wish for a retu rn of long hours. 
This has not been 
done. 
The I nited S tates Steel corporation has raised the wages 
of men going on an 8-hour shift by 25 per cent, and in this way 
has placed the income ct the men w here they will not feel any 
heavy financial loss th rough the reduction of hours. 
Vt hen such changes are m ade in ind u stry in conform ity with 
ihe dem and of the public as expressed th rough various organiza­ 
tions, it is but la ir that the public should express its approval 
of th e changes made. 
The public should be as lavish in its ex­ 
pression of appreciation as it w as in its censure of the fo rm er 
policy of the corporation. 
Criticism w ithout com m endation is 
likely to em bitter and is not calculated to win the goodwill of 
those criticized.
